Premier Clemenceau. Premier Lloyd- 
George and Premier Orlando are pledg­ 
ed to support President Wilson's basic 
ideas in this regard. 
Public opinion in France, Great Brit­ 
ain and Italy is solidly behind the 
scheme. 
Peace delegates are agreed that tile 
league is an absolute necessity if fu­ 
ture wars are to be prevented and that 
it must be given preference over all 
other business at the peace confer­ 
ences.. 
There is still some disagree­ 
ment regarding details but these were 
expected to be smoothed out quickly 
in the conferences of the associated 
powers, which were resumed today. 
Wilson’s plan as a whole is unsatis­ 
factory to the French because they be­ 
lieve it does not provide sufficient eco­ 
nomic penalties for Germany. 
They 
say his proposed probationary inclu­ 
sion of Germany would permit that 
country’ to start up its undamaged in­ 
dustries 
in competition 
with 
the 
French and Belgian whose industrial 
plants were wrecked by the Germans 
themselves. 
Senator Bourgeois, who will head the

There was no difficulty 
in keeping them in subjection, for, 
with few exceptions, the Huns were 
glad to be prisoners and to know that 
their fighting days were over. A half 
dozen guards could keep a thousand of 
them in subjection. 
The great probi 
lorn was to feed them. 
It has been proved beyond all cavil 
that Allied prisoners in Germany—es­ 
pecially the English—were badly treat­ 
ed and often deprived of food to the 
point of starvation. 
One reason for 
this, of course, was the general short­ 
age of food in the Central Empires and 
the resentment the German people felt 
toward feeding war prisoners sustain-
